CHARTERED BANKS. ' 

Tlio position of (.'bartered Banlin with re- 
gard to tho issuo of a paper currency, nnd 
with regard to llic particular privileges which 
they enjoy over private bank-", appear to be 
somewhat misunderstood. It is certainly 
incorrect to say that they are beyond the 
reach of Colonial law, and it is also incor- 
rect to sny, so far as Chartered Bunks are 
concerned, that we are not bound by any of 
the nets which affect other parts of Her Ma- 
jesty's dominions. Chartered Banks carry 
their own powers with them to a certain ex- 
tent, ami acting under a Royal Charter, hn76 
certain privileges conferred on them which 
they carry with them into all British possess- 
ions. In viow of tho Bill now before tho 
House of Assembly, it may not bo uninter- 
esting to go moro closely than we have hith- 
erto dono into their constitution. 

Chartered Banks nro all subject to tho 
laws which jovero banking in tho Colony or 
Colonics, where such banks operate. 

Tho great security of Chartered Banks, 
whether acting under Royal Charter, or a 
Charter granted by a Colonial Legislature, in 
1st. That such banks cannot begin opera- 
tions till all their subscribed capital has 
been taken up ; and unlill a certificate has 
been received from tho Lords ol the Treasury, 
in the case of Royal Chartered Bunks, that a 
certain proportion of their proposed capital 
has actually been paid up. 

2(ll Chartered Banks are prohibited from 
advancing on their own shares ; from making 
direct advances upon lar.ded proporty ; or 
from holding more landed property than is 
nccussary for conducing their business, and 
thereby locking up their capital in unnego- 
liable securities. 

3d. That every branch of such banks is 
under the control of a court of director?, who 
are answerable to the shareholders, a certain 
number of whom can call a meeting of tho 
proprietors of tho bank to enquiro Into any 
seeming abuse. 4th. That a certain number 
of directors generally retire each year, their 
places being filled by the vote ol tho share- 
holders. 5th. That such banks are compell- 
ed to submit ball yearly— in tha caso of Roy- 
al Chartered Banks, to the secretary of Btate 
for the colonics and her Majesty's treasury, 
"and in that of banks holding colonial charters, 
to thu proper local authorities — authenticated 
statements showing tho assets and liabilities, 
the amount of notes in circulatiun, and coin 
on band, at all the oslablisaments of such 
banks, which statement must bo signed by 
two dire*tors, and tho principal officer of the 
bank. And that if required, Ihe books and re- 
turns from which such statements are compiled 
shall be open to the inspection of any officer 
appointed by Government to examine them. 
Gtb. 1 hat two auditors, not being directors 
or otherwise official ly connected with the 
bank, shall at all times have authority to in- 
spect the books and other documents belong 
ing to the bnuk, and verify and sign all bal- 
ance sheets submitted to tho shareholders. 
That ruch auditors are generally elected 
yearly, and receive a regular salary. 7th. 
That all chartered banks are restricted in 
the total amount of iheir note issue, and that 
a certain proportion of coin must be kept on 
hand tc meet the notes in nctual circulation, 
such being verified by Ihe half-yearly state- 
ments, c r by the inspection of such officers as 
may bo appointed by Government. 

It would surely then be impolitic to interfere 
bo as to restrict the issue of nofes by chartered 
batiks within limits which would render their 
working iucomp'ate aud unprofitable; rather 
should wo see overy bank authorized to issue 
paper bound by tho 7ih restriction given 
above, and the statements of all made subject, 
to the inspection of a government ofiiccr, than 
see any other legislative interference. The 
great object of the Legislature must bo to give 
a good system of currency to the colony, and if 
banks which nro so well restricted by thoir 
oharter, and whose interest it is to keep the 
note circulation of these colonies in a stato 
of purity, nre to be confined in thoir issue to 
the average of tha last three months, the 
whole thing would become a farce. The 
principle of a paper issuo in these colonien is 
still in its infancy, and the value of tho notes 
issued by our bnrnts has hitherto been n 
moro bagatelle when compared with their 
capital and coin reserve. That issue was 
probably at its highest during lastsummcr end 
mast have been growing small by degrees till 
tha average of the last three months would 
be very small indeed, and far bolow the cor- 
rect average of tho year. Tho result of 
any undor restriction of a legitimate note is- 
suo, especially in these colonies, where it 
costs so much to maintain a metallic cur- 
rency, must result in restricted banking ac- 
toramodation, and nl Ihe same time depre- 
ciate the price of gold dust on the mines in 
the same ratio as the difference between the 
cost of buying with notes und buying with 
importod gold coin, a difference which has 
been calculated at "filleen per cent.!" This 
is surely not un end for our legis- 
lature to uim at in framing banking laws. 



JAPANESE AFFAIRS, 

The destruction of Kagosinm seems to 
have created a vast amount of virluons in _ 
dignation amongst the liberal party iu Eng- 
land, and the feeling, if we may judge of it 
by tho tone of the majority of the Loudon 
papers, seems to have extended somewhat 
beyond the "peace at uny price" party. Air. 
Cobdm, in a letter to one of his constituents, 
deprecates very strongly tho course taken 
by Admiral Kuper, aud a leading journal 
somewhat ministerial in its tendencies says 
that (he officials in Japau though right os re- 
gards the batteries, aud justified by Earl Rin. 
sell's orders n3 to the palace, havo as_regards 
the city, exceeded thoir instract ; ons and in- 
flicted on tho reputation of Great Britain a 
grievous wrong, and on a perusal of the de- 
spatches we cannot auy that such language 
is not justified. Tho British nation are not 
imturally inclined to cruelty, nnd have always 
been prone to sit in judgment upon other 
nations for excesses committed in war, and 
within a very short time have spoken out in 
terms of condemnation ol the French, tho 
Russians, tho Americans, and tho Turks for 
acts of the very same nature as that commit- 
ted by the British Admiral at Japan. Tho 
storrirng of I'ueblu, the sacking of a Polish 
palace by Gen. liorg, because a bomb hail 
been thrown at his houd, tho throwing of 
shells filled with molten metal into Charles- 
ton, and the bombardment of Belgrade by 
the Turks to avenge an assassination, have 
all been denounced as wholly unjustifiable and 
unpiirdomiblo atrocities. And yot Ihe de- 
struction of Kagosina seems to have been an 
net of the sumo nature. The perusal of the 
despatches leaves no room for doubt that the 
destruction of the town was either inter lional 
and parried out ns Iho easiest and most com- 
plete method ol punishing Japanese iusoienco 
III firing upon a British squadron, or was ono 
of tlios.. oocidehtB which lluse who produce 
them do not even affect to regret, It seems 
quite clear that the destruction of Iho city 
was ooutemplateU before it occurred, for dur- 
ing his interview with the native envoys who 
h't'it assured him that tho l'rince of Sutsuma, 
(•he individual for ffbow misdeeds \ the 



city suffered, was fifty miles off in the inte- 
rior, Admiral Kuper threatened them with 
a commencement of hostilities, and pointed 
out to them how th^ir trade would suffer. 
Admiral Kuper cannot be entirely bluaied 
for Ihe result, for it is perfectly clear lhat he 
had not noted contrary to his instructions. 
It is, however, rhuuil to lie feared 'that this 
wanton act of desturction of life und pr-perty 
will very much retard our prcgres.s lovmids 
umicablo trading relatione wilh the Japanese. 
I'or the sake of ihe interest! of humanity and 
civilization, the destruction of a peaceful city, 
which carries with it the temporary extinc- 
tion of the commercial sources ol wealth of 
a whole province, cannot be too] strongly 
deprecated, but when we consider how ad- 
vantageously an extensive trade might he 
carried on with Japan as well by England cs 
by many of her colonies, It is an additional 
cause of regret that this hasty action should 
have occurred to retard the progress of our 
intercourso with these wealthy and enter- 
prising Asiatics. The influence which Great 
Britain bus always exercised by her steady 
advocacy of the claims of human beings to 
be exempt from causeless slaughter, will it 
is to be feared where the catastrophe of Ka- 
irosima is known, be as utterly destroyed, as 
humanity, always the interest of England, 
has in this case been disregarded.

This 
gentleman bad a long and somewhat tedious 
part to perform, and iu some of tha scenes 
gave evidence of being no novice in histrionic 
art, but wo did not quite approve of hiB in- 
tonation or action, the former wa3 too drawl- 
ing utid not sufficiently aged, tha latter 
somewhat redundant, and too much inclined 
towards the wings.

Miss Boil 
Douglas personated Lady Lealherbridge with 
infinite liumour.her coquetry with tho "melt- 
ing" Plum, and bar indignation at tha taunts 
of Toby wore rich. Mrs. Leslie performed 
Lady Valeria with cars, and ttie ap- 
plauso nt tho fall of Ihe curtain showed 
that thtt immense audienco wero grati- 
fied at the sucoess of tha piece. And 
incident which occasioned great merri- 
ment occulted at the close of the first piece. 
Toby, perhaps intentionally, found himself 
alone in front of the curtain after it fall ; 
losing nutia of his self possession however, he 
first offered tho audietue " a card" and then 
tried to retreat, but found some wags had 
prevented bis escape ou either side.

Tho officer proved tho charge and 
Mooluren hoing asked what ho had to pay, 
first denied tho imputation and then said 
(hat an Indian had been bribed to get it from 
him, and that tho Indian potlatehed him 50 
cents for the bottle, uddin,' that ho wouldn't 
have done it, had ho not been reduced lo it 
from necessity, a-i ho was unable to work for 
his living from a rheumatic attack. " That's 
not tha first bottle (continued the prisoner) 
lhal I have given to Indians. I gavo them 
Ihreo or (our bottles hist week ; that's honest 
(laughter). I couldn't starve, my character 
is well known. 1 have worked for Ihe Hud- 
son Bay Company uud for every respectable 
person in this place. I tried to get into tho 
llosoital but couldn't, and so I tried to raise 
enough by selling whisky to carry mo over 
Iho Sound to seo if 1 would be admitted to 
the Hospital there, which my own country- 
men wouldn't do. The Indians got all tho 
work in tho plaoe so we may as well sell the 
whisky— that's what's the matter" (Jaughtcr). 
Superintendent Smith here informed the 
prisoner that ho had narrowly escaped being 
detected supplying several gallons of alcohol 
to Northern Indians; Maolaren indignantly 
denied the chargo, but said bo knew a nan 
who had received 320 foi that purpose. Mr. 
O'Reilly remarked that prisoner appeared to 
be too intimately acquainted with thoso 
soit of people, and that ho was not hives, 
tigating a question of previuus oharaotor, bat 
a charge of contra vouing the law, Macluren 
was sentenced to pay n fino of S50 or to suf- 
fer throe months imprisonment wilh hard 
labor. Ho declared that ho hadn't ft " red, 
and that three months sorvioe_ uuder Her 
Majesty win preferable to starvation.

opinion the same is constructed, creeled or 
placed contrary to ihe provisions of By-law 
No. 1, for tho protection of the city against 
fire, he or they shall give notice to tho per- 
son or persons who shall have failed to com- 
ply with tho provisions of tho said By-law. 
and all persons failing aa aforesaid shall be 
liable to tha ponalty expressed in tho said 
By-law.

THE CORPORATION. 

High Legal Authority declares its 
validity ! 

In common with the great majority of 
thinking, common- senso men in this commu- 
nity, we have nil along maintained Iho per- 
fect legality of the city corporation, and of 
tho Mayor and Council. Indeed wilh the 
exception of a well-known writer in a morn- 
ing journal, and the few Whom his sophisms 
have in eomo measure blinded to the plain 
undeniable facta of tho case, there has and 
can have boon but ono opinion ou the mat- 
ter, umong those who have devoted even Iho 
most eurosory attention to tho question. And 
uow lhal we place before them the opinion of 
one of tho most able counsel in the city, pro- 
nouncing in most unqualified terms in favor 
of -tli a validity of tho Incoiporatiuri Act, we 
cannot imagiuo that even thoso low will for 
one moment placo besidu this weighty opin- 
ion tho mere unsupported ipse dixit ol u 
writer whose antecedents forbid that he should 
be pofsessod of sufficient legal lore to bnr.ard 
moro than n cor.jccturo ou a question ol such 
importance. 

Below our rcudeis will find (he written 
opinion cf a barr ster of 12 years 'experi^ 
encii, which we feel convinced will amply 
suffice to raniOTO any doubts that may nill 
bo entertained by auy citizen who has "come 
to his reason."

QUESTIONS. 

Two questions are proposed. 

1. Is there a Corporation for t're City of 
Victoria 1 

2. Is there a Mayor and Council ? 
OPINION. 

I think ihe " Victoria Incorporation Act, 
18G2," did establish a Corporation lor the 
City of Victoria, and tha! Ihero is a Mayor 
and Council : assuming, ns of course f do, 
that the requirements of tho slaltitos as lo 
their election, havo been' complied with. 1 
do not see how any doubt cuu ha entertain- 
ed on these pi ints. 

In construing tho Act, tho usual rulo mast 
bo applied : " To give an elfect to every 
clause, section, and word, if an efteet can bo 
given to it." Dwarris on Statutes, p. 574, 

Now, assuming that Ihero could bo any 
doubt as to tho meaning of thu woid " incor- 
porated" in the first section if it stood aloni. 
I think there can be uone whatever when we 
observe tho expression " Corporation" used 
in its ordinary sense in many parts of tho 
Aot. 

The Aot in clear language directs that 
there shall bo a Mayor and Council elected 
in a certain manner, with certain powers and 
duties attached to their offices when elected. 
All that is required of these gentlemen, is to 
perform their duties accordingly, and not to 
exceed their powers. 

I did not understand the judgment of the 
Chief Justice to lay down that there was no 
Corporation. All he was called upon to de- 
cide was tho very different question whether 
they had power to raise money in the man- 
ner proposed by their by-law. 

Certainly there seems abundant ground to 
sustain his decjsion without Btraiiiing the Act 
for the purpose of making nonsense of it. 

I may obscrvo that the Council aro pre- 
cluded from incurring any personal responsi- 
bility by the 22nd section. 

I may further observe, that tho Corporation 
as such, have been recognised by tho Legis- 
lature in tho Victoria " Incorporation De- 
bonture Act, 1863," and by the " Provisional 
Aot for tho Election of Mayor and Council- 
lors, 1863, but I do not think it at all neces- 
sary for that body to resort to this argument 
in favor of Ihcir existence.

Another Ml/RDBR on the "Sound." — Mr. 
Ueoige A. Meigs, the well-known proprie- 
tor of the Port Madison Sawmills, wes shot 
dead on Friday last by a man named Shaw. 
It appears that about a yoar ago Meigs and 
Shaw had souio difficulty about a pieoe of 
laud a milo and n hnlf from the mills, which 
tho former wanted to purchase, but which the 
latter secured and rofased to part with. Tho 
mutter was settled helwoen them, however, 
bat subsequently Shaw opened a 3nloon on 
big place, and supplied thu mill hands with 
liquor, greatly to the mill-owner's unnoynncu. 
After repeated attempts to abate the nui- 
sance Mr. Meigs went over to tha saloon ou 
Friday with a number of men, und, as we 
understand, began to toar down the house, 
when Shaw drew a pistol and shot him dead 
ou the spot, The murderer was immediately 
apprehended. Mr. Meigs was ono of the 
most enterprising mill-owners on ihe ,Suuiid, 
und the Pott Madison mills under his man- 
agement wore iu a most prosperous condition. 
Ha had lately put in ono of tho largest sized 
"clrtulars," and was building a railway for 
drawing up ships, an enterprise much needed 
thoso waters. His death will bo much 
felt by tho mercantile community in that 
vicinity. He leaves a wifo and three young 
children, who tire nt prosant visiting in Now 
Hampshire, U. S., but wore expected to sail 
for home shortly. Shaw is spoken of as a 
quiet orderly man, but very determined. Ho 
was formerly a ohirk in the establishment of 
Mr. Pluminer in Seattle.

In 
addition to tho menacing state of affairs in 
America, we find the mother country in such 
a prosperous state and moro ablo lo alfird 
aid. The piesent feelisg in England towards 
tho Colonies was of tho most kindly and ma- 
ternal nature. Ho urgod iho renewal of the 
volunteer movement. 

Mr DeCosmos. — Whoro will wc got offi- 
cers ? ( laughter.) 

Dr. Telmio— Oh ! we'll manage that. Some 
say tha policy at homo was that the Colonies 
sheuM support themselves, hut wo mint turn 
a deaf ear 10 such statements.

He did not tniuk wa were in any great dan- 
ger; he believed tho measure would receive 
the ijfiiieral support of the House, »o ha 
would say no mora. 

Mr. Duncan said no doubt it would be very 
fine to defend our coasts with a dozen iron- 
clads, but lie would rather sea a dozen of 
flour mills. 

Mr. DeCosmos believed, with Mr. Duncan, 
in Hour mill", and also lumber mills (laughter), 
but he would bo also very glad to see, as 
happily remarked by tho honorablo member 
for Victoria district, a few obstructives, but of 
a different kind from thoso lately exhibited in 
tho House He also wanted an ironclad 
Monitor nnd u regiment of the lino (hear, 
hear). He thought tho main protection wo 
had was our poverty — tho small amount of 
wealth nn enemy could carry away. Ha 
however would heartily support the motion. 
Ho was also iu favor of volunteers; this move- 
ment had boeu onco started here, hut tho 
obief officer of the company bad found cause, 
from sonic reason or other, to leave tho coun- 
try shortly uftcr securing his appointment, 
As ono who bad been drilled na a nehuol boy 
evory Saturday in youth, ho (Mr. DeC.) 
would gladyjoin tho volunteer movement. 

Mr. Street said it was of great importance 
to have sumo defence in Case of war; he did 
not think our poverty would be a veiy euro 
defence. Ho had nothing further lo say on 
the subject; he could not pass over, how- 
over, llieso repeated personalities introduced 
in debate to-duy; he objected to bo styled as 
an '! obstructive." Somo honorablo members 
could not speak of Armstrong guns without 
alluding S3 '• obstructives" to those who dif- 
fered from them in Ibis House. As to the. 
bill just rejected by the House, ho hud voted 
on it according to his conscience. 

Mr. Young would bo most happy to sup- 
port the hon. member for Victoria district in 
this matter. It was necessary, however, to 
go somewhat further than tho hon. member 
had done ; it must be considered oither in 
committee of. the whole, or in a select com- 
mittee. He would say (bat tho Imperial 
government had some idua of defending this 
colony some years ago, as they had instructed 
Sir Tlios. Muitland lo land some cannon bore, 
and ho had iuuded two fid-pounders, but un- 
fortunately no carriages, so thero the guns 
lio to this duy without cithur carriages, pow- 
der or shot. (Laughter.) In answer to a 
former movement as to volunteers, 1,000 rifles 
had boon uant out here by the homo govern- 
ment, but ho was sorry to say thoy hud not 
been in tho hands of any ono us yet. 

Dr. Tolmio said tho hon. member for Lake 
— tho watery district— (laughter) seemed in 
favor of lluur mills naturally enough, and 
dpubtless was nlso in lavor of saw mills ; 
this was all vory good, but delences for the 
country wero also necossury ; so far as po- 
vorty being oar defence, we must remember 
that peace or war did not rest with us. 

Dr. Helmckeo said ho heartily supported 
the ir.otbn. Ho thought, however, that it 
would bu necessary to lake steps to defend 
the ships Ihemselves as well us iho harbors. 
An irou-clad monitor was now at San Fran- 
cisco ; nt least sho was at Ihe bottom of tho 
water now, but would doubtless soon be up, 
antl in caso of wnr might ni.y us a visit, nnd 
we must l o proparmi for hor. The best guar- 
unto6s ol p'oaoe,however,wera oommcroial trea- 
ties, telegraph linos, steamboat! and such liko. 
Tho hen. gentleman took oacasion lo al- 
lude lo the introduction of military exeroUo 
in our schools as very advantageous'. Ho saw 
no reason why tho bill should not pass, but 
lie would fjlvo more for a rooiprocity (realy 
ond a telegraph lino than tor a do^en iron 
clads. ( Hcnr, hear.) 



Mr. Street asked bow these things would 
aid us in a war between Great BriUin and 
tha United States. 

Dr. Helmcken asked if it were not their 
Oimmereia] relations that prevent a war now? 
(Htar, hour.) 

Mr. Ridge add it appeared to him that v-o 
wanted protection in caso of need ami the 
lima for making defences was long before they 
wero actually wanted. He thought it was n 
duly Ibat ihe llmuu Government should de- 
fend us at t' o.r o vn iO t; at our ow.i cost it 
was • very different thing. The hon. gentle- 
man advocated a volunteer movement We 
could get up a magnificent company hero 
now, and defend ourselves on land tit least. 

Dr. Tolmie's motion was then pul — 

'• That ibis Committee deems it of the 
utmost importance that defences he provided 
for Victoria and Esquimalt harbors, and that 
steps be taken forthwith to bring ihe uubjjct 
to tho notice of Hor Majesty's Government." 
Carried nan con. 

The committee reported process. 

To-morrow the House would take up the 
subject of direct Steam Communication with 
Panama. 

Mr. DeCosmos asked about the Petition of 
Good Templars. 

The Speaker said il had not been reported 
by the Committee on Private Bills. 

Tho Hauso adjourned till to-morrow 
(Tuesday.)

AN BXCITINO CAPTURE. 



A letter to the N. Y. Tribune, from Bea- 
fort, N. C,, dated Nov. <J, says : 

''On tho morning of the S'.h inst., at 2 a. 
m., the U. S. steamer Niphon saw a steamer 
which did not answer tier si^nuis. Sho 
opened Gre upon her, and in company wilh 
the James Adger, ran her in shore. The 
greater , portiou of her crew deserted her 
before Iho Nipbon's boals got alongside. 
The captain and six ol the crew were, how- 
ever, talten prisoners. She proved to t)a the 
Confederate steamer Cornubiu, from Bermuda 
laden with munitions of war, saltpetre, 
levoral cases of rifles, medicine, army 
clotbinp;. utc. Her captain formerly belonged 
to the United States Navy, and has served 
somo time in tho rebel army. He is a son of 
Gov. Cainei, of Alabama. He said in lbs 
presence of several otficers lhat had it not 
been for the U. S. steamer Niphon, he would 
have succeeded iu getting into Wilmington. 
Tho captain of the James Adger, as he was 
eocoud oflicer present, ordered the Niphon 
to shell tiie beach to the southward, and 
toward the wrecks of tho sloatnera Hebe, 
Douro and Venice, to prevent tho rebels 
from bringing up their artillery ami sharp- 
shooters, which wus done. Information was 
given by deserters fioni the rebel army that 
some fiUO soldieis and a battery of artillery 
wero stationed some two miles below. The 
James Adger towed tho prize off shore, with 
the ass islauco of tho Niphbn's crew, win. 
mado the hawser fast lo her. The Cornuhia 
is in good running order, and is ordeied 
North. 

" A parly was sent down from the Niphon 
on shore, who bruught oQ ihreo of her Coats, 
which wero lull of luggage, nnd found* large 
quantity of diplomatic correspondence from 
Secretary Mason, of the Rebel Govergraent. 
Col. Thoburn, of tho rebel army, wus a pas- 
senger on her, but esoapod tupturo. The 
Lord Mayor of Loudon and the said Colonel 
havo entered inlo negotiations to furnish am- 
munition and ships of war to the Rebel Gov- 
ernment[?] Wilmington papers were also 
found on the prize, iu which it is slated tiiut 
Mayor Wood, of New York, is going into a 
Joint Slock Company, with a firm under the 
name of Tremain k Uo., to furnish vessels to 
run the blockade and supply the rebels wilh 
inaletiald of war. At daylight the Niphon 
stood northward, close in shora, antl saw some 
eight men on the huach, waving a white flag, 
and who were endeavoring to escape rohel 
tyranny. When within a milo of them the 
rebel picket?, who were secreted behind the 
sand embankment, fired on them, driving 
them before them, but inflicting no injury. 
The Niphon opened firo on the rebels with 
shell, grape, and canister, killing mnuy, and 
prevented two boats full ofsoMiers, who were 
cuining to reinforce those on the beach, cruis- 
ing Myrtle Sound. Several of them jumped 
into tho waler. One boat was smashed to 
pieces, the other escaped back to llio main 
land. An armed boat's orew was then sent 
ou nhoro and succeeded in eafely tuking ofi 
the refugees. The rebtl steamer Cornubin 
registers 580 tons, has side-wheels, two 
smoke stacks and iwo powerful oscillating 
engines. Sho bus defied our vessels even in 
the stay-time, and lias made more successful 
trips to and Irom Wilmington than any ves- 
sel that runs tho blockade. Jelmrson Davii 
visited tho fortifications hero yestorday, and 
to all appearance hail u grand time. The 
men rescued havo furnished much valuablo 
information."

New Zealand. — A private letter Irom 
Auckland, itattid the 2d ef August, describe! 
tho presont state of matters there. Tho 
writer says thai, ns nil communication is cut 
oil with the interior, it is doubtlul how tho 
European! in tho native dislricla uro situated. 
Many oi them, it ia Ijolicvud in Auclaml, 
will bo murdered boforo lh«y can got to tho 
sotilod districts. Alt the mule population, 
Irom 10 to 40 years of age, aro tinder arms, 
ami workiug either at garrison duty or in pa- 
trolling tho suburb tit night to prevent a sur- 
prise on tho town. Tho town was left in 
chargo of the militia nnd pari of the voluu- 
tuers. The wriler considered himself fortu- 
nate in being doluiled for night watch in and 
aboul town, so that lie had got somo time to 
look alter business, and could also get his 
usual housework dono — that is to say, cut 
firewood and fetch water. He got up before 
daylight to do this, and then went n,s soon an 
it was light to barracks for morning muster. 
When on night duty he came offnt day- 
light, und us soon us he got home he got 
his Wood and water lot Ihe day's use. 
His wife's brother, had boen obliged to 
abandon his farm, which is close to two 
others whore tho murdeis took place. 
Liko most of the up-country settlers, he will 
be nearly ruined, as ho 1ms had lo leave his 
cultle and sheep bohitd rather than risk bo 
ing shot. The natives had sent*jword that 
they would murder old and young when they 
attacked Auckland, and in conscquenco nil 
tho women were in great alarm. Tho out- 
break ho attributes to tho missionary party, 
and says iho Bishop was still at the head of 
the Mauri sympathisers. Tho missionaries, 
however, thi« time, as well as Bottlers, had 
been obliged to run and leave their homes 
to the mercy of their converts, and well, he 
says, thoy merited the punishment, ns on 
them rests the whole blame of the insurrec- 
tion. Of all the impostors tho missionaries, 
ho adds, aro tho worst, ond as long as the 
maudlin publio will find Itinds lo keep them 
iua life of laziness they will loll any amount 
of lies to gull them.
